The damage by rust and j 
"wildfire" also helpetl slightly to 
rethiVe tl'e aver-age yield per acre. 
Quality of tobacco in Kentucky is 
reported as 80 yier ceiit compared 
to 81 per cent last year. Tlie 
United States tobacco crop this 
season is estimated at 1,476,444,-
